genetic,

m any 
medical unknowns and they 
will yield only, said W A. 
Godfrey, Jr ., M D ., ch air­ 


man of the board of the 
North Texas Diabetes Assn., 
to a m ajor research effort. 
Godfrey stressed that this 
bill is the first specifically 
diabetes centered legislation 
ever passed on the federal 
level, and that it calls for an
